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Nazi Sub Power 
Steadily Waning

MOSCOW, June 4.—The present-day ac- 
tivity of the German submarine force and 
its relative failure is conditioned by the fact 
that the submarines are used on a mass 
scale. Germany's present submarine forces, 
represents a combination of hundreds ¢ 


riedly trained crews and insufficiently ex- 
perienced commanders. The point is that a 
su e can be built in a comparatively 
short space of time, but it requires at least 
a year to train a submarine crew. 

At the beginning of the war Germany did not 
have the necessary number of seasoned commanders, 
since the fact that Germany's navy had no submarines 
for 15 years meant that she could not accumulate 
reserve cadres. The result is that the submarine 
officers are at present the weakest point in the plan 
to carry out total submarine warfare. A consequence 
of this is the ever decreasing number of transports 
sunk and the increasing number of submarines sent 
to the bottom of the sea. * 

Since the beginning of the war the construction 
of submarines in Germany has been considerably m- 
tensified. However, the practical results of the war 
have confirmed that the number of submarines put 
to sea are manifestly insufficient to achieve a big 
strategic success..
